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TRIAL POSTPONED AGAIN 

Shaw appeals to Supreme 
Court to block prosecution 

Nad 0RLiiAN3 (CCI) — In an Aug. 13 doolslon 
a spoolal throe- Judge federal panel halted the 
prosecution of Clay L. Shaw until the U.S. 
Supreme Court rules on am appeal from a lower 
oourt, ruling that the defendent cam be tried 1 
In the New Orleans oourt. 

Shaw, accused of conspiring with others to 
assassinate Pres. John F. Kennedy, had asked 
a federal court to prevent D. A. Jim Garri- 
son from trying him in Criminal District Court, 
The three- Judge panel denied the request for 
cm injunction against Garrison. 

Also denied were other requests by Shaw's 
defense attorneys asking that the Warren Re- 
port "be declared valid and binding on all 
oourts", and that assistants of Garrison be re- 
quired to answer questions put to them by Shaw 
lawyers. 

The oourt disagreed with Shaw's contention 
that prosecution of tjie case In state court

LOS ANGEUS3 (CCI) Jin Garrison has 
said he doesn't believe the trial of 
Clay Shaw ever will come to court, acc- 
ording to oolumnlst Murk Lane. 

Writing in the L.A.; Free Press, Lane 
quoted the New Orleans distriot attor- 
ney from an alleged taped interview. 

According to the columnist, he had 
asked Garrison whether he thought there 
would be much effort to enjoin the trial 
until the next election for distriot 
attorney. 

Garrison was quoted as replying, ’"I 
don't think It will ei^er come to trial."

In the same column, Lane said Sup- 
reme Court Intervention probably would 
keep the case out of court until Nov- 
ember 1969 . At that ,^ime. Garrison 
must stand for re-election. 

Lane claimed rumors are circulating 
of a powerful candidate to oppose Garr- 
ison, 

Mlntz Proposal 

In the same issue of the LAPP, col- 
umnist Elliot Mlntz, a student of the 
assassination, revealed that both Lane 
and Kort Sahl had told him they didn't 
believe Shaw would coae to trial. 

Adding his own voice to the growing 
list of pessimists. Hints proposed that 
Garrison publish his evidence. 



has resulted In lrrepairable harm to him, 
noting that on the one hand, Shaw's attorneys 
say that Garrison Is not motivated by any ex- 
pectation of getting a valid conviction i and 
on the other hand, that they fear their client 
may be oonvlotedl 

After the court's decision, Shaw's lawyers 
filed a notice with the court announcing their 
intention of appealing the ruling. 

Meanwhile, Garrison's office had set Sept. 

10 aa the date for the long-delayed trial of 
3haw, who was indicted on the conspiracy oharge 
In March 1 967 by the New Orleans Parish Grand 
Jury, 

Since the 3upreme Court Is on summer vaoatin 
and does not return until October, the trial 
has been postponed indefinitely. 

Meanwhile, J.A. Garrison has challenged the 
right of Chief Justice Earl Warren and Justice 
Abe Fortas to take part In hearing the appeal 

Garrison said Warren should be barred be- 
cause of his role In heading the president's 
commission which Investigated the case, Fortas 
should not be allowed to take part, he said, 
because he "Is a longtime personal friend of 
President Johnson". 

Fortas, Garrison reportedly said, "played an 
active role In helping to conceal the truth 
from the Amerloan people, for It was he who 
helped work out for the president the creation 
of the Warren Commission, whose findings have 
now been totally discredited," 
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Pressing the Issue 

David Crane, former news director and present 
program dlreotor of Los Angeles radio station 
KLAC made a special appearance on the Joel 3pl- 
vak program to denounoe the treatment of a Gar- 
rison story by United Press International. 

The story in question oonoerned the interven- 
tion of a federal court which temporarily halted 
prosecution of Clay 3haw. Crane, representing 
one of the nation's largest and most popular 
radio stations, said he thought the UPI treat- 
ment of the story was less than satisfactory, 
although he ascribed no ulterior motive to the 
treatment. 

He said the story originated in New Orleans 
and was transmitted to Los Angeles via New York 
and/or Chicago. In instances of a new develop- 
ment in a national news story, Crane said, the 
prefacing word "urgent" is placed at the head of 
the copy and four teletype bells are rung to 
alert radio and newspaper editors. 

The new development In the Shaw story was run 
as an ordinary wire story, without special treat- 
ment. 

Dlreotor Crane suggested that a lack of under- 
standing on the part of an individual wire ser- 
vloe editor of the import of the court decision 
might be applicable. At the same time, however, 
he questioned the treatment. 

Crane also said, aooording to CCI newsman Al- 
lan J, Swartz, that he was disturbed to read 
within the first two lines of oopy an editorial 
interpretation that the eourt's deolslon would 
be of no particular value to Jim Garrison. 

Crane reportedly said the story had been slanted 
since the originating story from New Orleans 
carried no statement of comparative value. 

Regardless of UPI's treatment of the story in 
question, that wire service has been much more 
free with news from New Orleans and California 
than has its rival, the Associated Press. 

The AP transmitted less than six inches .on the 
Shaw trial development, but earlier had boasted 
of moving the longest story ever sent by wire - 
-a defense of the Warren Commission Report whioh 
ran nearly 500 column inchest 



New Shaw 
Evidence ? 

NSW 0BIBAN3 (CCI) - The New Orleans 
Police Department, through Polloe 3upt, 
Joseph I. Giarusso, has released a 
central lockup booking sheet and a Bu- 
reau of Identification fingerprint 
oard for Clay L. 3 haw whioh lists his 
alias as Clay Bertrand. 

The fingerprint card reportedly is 
signed by Shaw. 

This information could have extreme- 
ly Important implications, since Jim 
Garrison has olaimed that' Shaw used 
the Bertrand alias in dealings with 
oo-oonspirators, while Shaw has denied 
any knowledge of a Kennedy assassina- 
tion plot and flatly stated he never 
has used any alias. 

Giarusso said both reoords , released 
on Garrison's authorization, were com- 
piled March 1, 1967. when Shaw was 
arrested on the conspiracy oharge. 

In a signed statement, polloe offi- 
cer A. J. Habighorst, who helped com- 
pile the cards the night of Shaw's 
arrest, stated that Shaw freely ad- 
mitted using the Bertrand alias and 
admitted to the aoouraoy of the in- 
formation on the cards in the presenoe 
of former polloeman James Mlllot, 

Shaw allegedly conspired with David 
Ferrle awl Lee Harvey Oswald while 
using the alias Clay Bertrand.

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BOOKREVIEW 

Marous, Raymond, The Bastard Bullet , 
Rend ell Publications, P. o. Box 35363

The subtitle is, "A Search for Leg- 
itimacy for Commlssihn Exhibit 399*" 
You remember C.E. 399 , don't you? The 
magic bullet? It was 1 the one that hit 
the President in the back of the neck 
producing a wound 5 i’ inohes down with 
no point of exit, exited from the fr- 
ont of his neok, leaving a wound of 
entry, hung in mid air for 1.5 to 2 
seoonds before deciding to attack 
Governor Cormally , smashed ten cent- 
ime ters of one of thfe Governor's ribs 
and passed entirely through him, leav- 
ing several fragments behind, shatter- 
ed his wrist and deposited more frag- 
ments, turned left and penetrated his 
thigh, from where it fell out when 
the President reoeived oardiao mass- 
age. The bullet healed muoh faster 
then the Governor 1 when it wous found, 
it had not only miraculously regrown 
new metal to replaoe that left in 
Governor Cormally, but was absolute- 
ly undeformed, looking surprisingly 
as if it had been fired into cotton 
wadding. I 

If C.S. 399 did not do all that the 
Commission attributed to it, then th- 
ere had to be another assassin, since 
Oswald did not have time to fire an- 
other shot. And that is a main point 
of this book. 

Marous has analyzed thoroughly the 
evidence presented to the Commission 
regarding the workload, trajeotory 
and disoovery of C.E, 399 , and ably 
demolishes this so otuolal, but so 
absurd, portion of t&e offlolal fai- 
ry tale. The numerous excerpts from 
testimony and exhibits show conclus- 
ively that the Commission had before 
it a wealth of information demolish- 
ing its thesis — information it ch- 
ose to Ignore or distort. 

Besides the Commission lunacies 
outlined at the beginning of this re- 
view, Marous also sokutinlzes the a- 
vallable material on the remarkable 
disoovery of C.E, 399 at Parkland 
Hospital, including material tending 
to show that the bullet may have be- 
en planted on a stretcher at Parkland. 
Here again, the Commission worthies 
deolded that the testimony of the only 
eye witness was unreliable, and, in 
its typloal oavaller fashion, chop- 
ped away at it until’ they felt it 
fit their pre-existing oonoluaions. 
Marous well highlights this aspect <f 
the proceedings, 

Pinal chapters set forth in detail 
forty-four hypotheses, possible ex- 
planations for the alleged aotlons of 
C.E. 399 , and analyze thea. One by 
one, They are shown %o be contrary (50 
the evldenoe or Otherwise Inadequate. 
The surviving hypotheses are not very 
oomfortlng.
